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COUNTY COUNCIL 
APPROVES INNER 
BELT ROUTE: SIA 
MINOR GHANGES 


Route Only Slightly 
Different From One 
Urged 3 Years Ago 
—Action Clears Way 
for Start on Job. 


Six changes in the “modi- 
fied fact book route” for the 
proposed Inner Belt Express- 
way were made by the St. Louis 
County Council yesterday in 
selecting a location for the con- 


troversial freeway. Most of 
the changes are minor in’ 
nature. 


The council approved unani- 
mously two. resolutions that 
have the effect of approvaing a 
route only slightly different 


from one proposed three years 
ago for a 10-mile section of 
the Inner Belt between St. 
Charles road and Lansdowne 
avenue. The remaining 7.5- 
mile section from St, Charles 
north to Riverview drive pre- 
viously was established along 
the route proposed in 1955. 

Approval of the resolutions 
clears the way for a start on 
the long-delayed project. A 
bond issue of $16,100,000 was 
approved by county voters in 
1955 but the project has not 
proceeded past the preliminary 
planning stage. 

Principal Change. 


Principal change made by 
the council was to shift the lo- 
cation of the freeway slightly 
to the west in a section be- 
tween Olive Street and Lack- 
land roads. It accepted a route 
suggested by the County Plan- 
ning Commission designed to 
avoid locating the expressway 
through a developing industrial 
center on Page avenue. 

Other changes were these: 
Relocation of the right of way 
to pass west, instead of east, 
of the McMorrow school in 
Richmond Heights, with the 
route continuing slightly west 
of the original route to a point 
south of the Daniel Boone Ex- 


pressway; 
Elimination of traffic inter- 
changes between the Inner 


Belt and Clayton road and the 
Daniel Boone Expressway; lo- 
cation of both lanes of the ex- 
pressway on the west side of 
the Terminal Railroad tracks 
instead of locating one lane 
east of the failroad tracks from 
a point south of Clayton road 
to a point near the proposed 
Forsyth by-pass artery, and 
provision of an “interchange 
on the Inner Belt south of the 
Daniel Boone Expressway.” 


School Board Objected. 


The original proposal to put 
the expressway east of the 
McMorrow school was opposed 
by the Clayton School Board, 
which said some of the school’s 
property would be lost to the 
highway. Relocation to the 
west of the school is intended 
to meet this objection. 

The original “fact book 
route” proposed at the time 
the bond issue was approved 
in 1955 did not contemplate 
interchanges between the In- 
ner Belt and Clayton road or 
the Daniel Boone Expressway. 
However, interchanges were 
planned at both places in an 
engineering study of the “fact 


book route” made by Sverdrup | 


& Parcel Engineering Co. 
The council resolution did 
not specify where the proposed 
interchange south of the Daniel 
Boone Expressway would be. 
However, the intention is to 
provide a connection between 


the two expressways, presum- | 


ably by way of Brentwood 


boulevard.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (UP) 
HE Atomic Energy Com- 
mission announced today 
that uranium ore and 

concentrates may now be 

sold to private United | 

States and foreign firms for 

peaceful atomic energy uses. 


Heretofore, the Govern- 
ment has been the sole mar- 
ket for the vital element and 
the uranium industry had 
been hard-pressed because 
of AEC restrictions. 


The AEC said that, as a 
result of its new action, 
“United States industry will 
be able to compete with 
other countries for the grow- 
ing foreign and domestic 
market for nuclear fuel.” 

The commission said it be- 
lieves “the 18 uranium mills 
now in operation and those 
being built or planned will 
produce suffiicent concen- 
trates to meet the needs” of 
of the Government for the 
next several years and also 
take care of the commercial 
demands.

The prisoners in- 
cluded a man under life sen- 
tence, who was reported to 
have threatened to kill wit- 
nesses and prosecutors he 
escaped. 

Police, who were called to 
assist in a search of the jail, 
said it would have been pos- 
sible for agile prisoners to 
slide down window bars to the 
ground on the south side of 
the building. 

The search resulted in the 
finding of three hacksaw 
blades, a knife and a metal 
bar, hidden on the fifth floor

Jail authorities learned of 
the plot after a section of 
sawed outer bar fell to ‘the 


ground. Investigation indicated 
the bar had been sawed by 
reaching through tempered 
steel inner bars, set several 
feet from the wall in an area 
where prisoners take their 
exercises. 


It would have been neces- 


sary, authorities said, to saw 
the hinges of the inner bars 
and remove wire mesh before 
a prisoner could squeeze 


through the outer bars 

The hacksaws, to which the 
prisoners had attached handles 
fashioned from copper stripped 
from windows, were found in

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8— 
The State Highway Commis- 
s10n announced today it would 
reteive bids May 23 for $17.- 
500,000 in highway construc- 
tion and improvements in St. 
Louis, St. Louis county and 51 
other counties. It was the 
largest bid call ever issued at 
one time by the commission. 

The projects will be _fi- 
nanced in part with $10,000.- 
000 in emergency federal road 
aid grants, which will come 
out of the $16,500,000 recently 
allotted to Missouri by the 
Government to speed up high- 
way construction and relieve 
unemployment in the state 

The Highway Commission 
reported it expects to have the 
other $6,500,000 in federal. 
anti-recession road construc- 
tion grants under contract by 
late July. 

The projects subject to the 
May 23 bid call include 272.7 
miles of work on the primary, 
secondary and urban systems. 

Mark Twain Work. 

Included is work on the 
Mark Twain Expressway in St. 
Louis which is to become part 
of the new Interstate Route 
1 linking St. Louis with Kansas 
City. 

The Mark Twain Expressway 
work calls for construction of 
a divided two-lane highway. be- 
tween O'Fallon street and 
Tenth and Mound streets. In- 
cluded also is about one-half 
mile of grading and construc- 
tion of bridges and retaining 
walls. 

The commission did not; dis- 
close the Highway Depart- 
ment’s estimate of the cost of 
the work on his segment of the 
expressway. Since bids are 
being requested, cost estimates 
were not disclosed on any of 
the projects. 

The St. Louis county project 
calls for construction of ap un- 
derpass to eliminate traffic 
congestion at the intersection 
of Lindbergh boulevard and 
Olive street road. The work 
will include .9-mile of grading 
and paving of divided highway. 

Other Work Planned. 

Bids also were asked for ma- 
jor work on other segments ol 
the new interstate routes, as 
follows 

In Boone county, 5.6 miles of 
grading and bridging on Inter- 
state Route 1, running eastward 
from the new Missouri river 
bridge at Rocheport 

In Buchanan county, 8.5 miles 


of grading and bridging on 


Route 3, between State Route 
169 to the Platte county line. 

In Kansas City, construction 
of twin bridges carrying the 
Midtown freeway over Twelfth 
street. 

The record $17,500,000 in 
new projects will be financed, 
in addition to the $10,000,000 
in emergency federal aid. by 
state highway funds and regu- 
Jar federal highway matching 
grants.

The jury in the trial of Rob- 
ert Emmett Burns. a former 
convict charged with assault

The case went to the jury at 
noon. \ 
Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Henry J. Fredericks asked for 
the maximum penalty possible 
under the habitual criminal 
statute. A 199-year sentence 
would result in a longer term 
than a life sentence 
Arguments of counsel were 
followed by instructions to the 
jury by Circuit Judge William 
H. Killoren Jr William J 
Costello, former Assistant Unit- 
ed States attorney. was ap- 
pointed to defend Burns 
Lt. Frank Ruff, in charge of 
the police laboratory, testified 
that two bullets removed from 
Gazzoli’s body were fired from 
a revolver found beside Burns 
Gazzoli was wounded nine times 
and Burns once in the wild ex- 
change of shots between Gaz- 
zoli and three masked men 
Gazzoli, vice president of the 
Star Novelty Co., 4151 Delmar 
boulevard, told the jury he was 
in his office when the masked 
men, crouching low, appeared 
at the door. Gazzoli drew his 
revolver and returned the fire 
when the men fired at him. He 
said bullets were “flying all 
over,” and he could not say 
positively that Burns shot him 
Harry Dorn, manager of the 
firm, testified he ran from a 
rear room after he heard the 
shooting, and “flopped” on 
Burns who had collapsed out- 
side the office. Dorn said he 
picked up a revolver lving be- 


side Burns, whose mask and 
cap had fallen off 

Dorn testified there was 
$6000 on hand when the men 
entered the novelty company 


which distributes vending 
chines and pinball games 
Burns did not take the stand 
and the defense presented onl;

Disappointing Downtown 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You carried a news item the 
other day covering the start of 
operations of “Downtown in St. 
Louis, Incorporated.” I believe 
many citizens of the metropolitan 
area hoped this would be a. con- 
structive attack on city problems. 

This hope appears unfounded. 
Rather, Downtown in St. Louis, 
Inc. will “devote full time to pro- 
motional and advertising cam- 
paigns.” 


Nearly a hundred years ago 
Abraham Lincoln scotched the no- 
tion that all the people could be 
fooled all the time. Yet “Down- 
town in St. Louis” proposes an ad- 
vertising smoke screen rather 
than meeting our problems. - If 
dollar day promotions were the 
answer to downtown decay there 
would be no need for this organ- 
ization. 


Maybe the war against urban 
problems is a little like the cold 
war. In both cases Americans 
seem bound to substitute adver- 
tising slogans for worthy action; 
to depend on promotional words 
instead of problem solving deeds. 


What is the center city prob- 
lem? Broadly there is only one 
issue which has two main aspects: 
Esthetic and economic. As long 
as it is pleasanter to shop and 
work in Clayton and other out- 
lying areas, and as long as it is 
less costly, in the broadest sense, 
to do business in peripheral areas; 
downtown will continue to decay. 


Painful as it may be, the prob- 
lems of taxation and revenue, of 
blight and obsolescence, of a de- 
pressed racial minority occupying 
the in-town residential areas; and 
the well known difficulties of re- 
building first-rate public trans- 
portation and providing a rational 
place for the automobile, must all 
be met and solved. 


The city must meet these and 
other like problems if it is return 
to grace. The ways of Madison 
Avenue will contribute little to 
this struggle.

Cool-Off in Copenhagen 


- The NATO foreign ministers’ conference 
in Copenhagen presented a widely observed 
contrast to last December’s meeting in Paris. 
Then, Secretary Dulles was routed by a re- 
volt led by the smaller NATO powers in 
favor of negotiation with the Soviet Union. 
This week, the hardy Mr. Dulles had every- 
thing, or nearly everything, his way. 

The NATO Council still spoke out for sum- 
mit meetings, but only if they offer pros- 
pects of important settlements and only if 
they include discussion of questions which 
the Kremlin so far has vetoed for the agenda. 
Russia was blamed for attaching unreasonable 
conditiens to the summit talks, other methods 
of negotiation were emphasized, and Mr. 
Dulles’s insistence upon technical conferences 
on disarmament control was indorsed. 

For this change in NATO attitudes the 
Kremlin can take most of the credit. It has 
co-operated to the utmost in Mr. Dulles’s de- 
sign to cool off our allies. By deviousness 
and intransigence in the ambassadorial pre- 
liminaries in Moscow it has raised serious 
doubts of any Russian interest in summit 
talks except as a propaganda platform. By 
obligingly vetoing the Arctic inspection plan 
in the Security Council it has nullified Mr. 
Dulles’s own informal “veto” of a moratorium 
on nuclear tests. 

Mr. Dulles is naturally elated, especially 
since he did so much to engineer the situa- 
tions to which the Kremlin responded in the 
way he desired. But the fact remains that, 
given the precarious state of a world beset 
by a dangerous nuclear arms race, no great 
credit in history will attach to the negative 
achievement of having avoided negotiation. 
Mr. Dulles can justify himself before history 
only if his strenuous efforts of the last few 
months result,in establishing fair and favor- 
He who has so 
long resisted summit talks now has a peculiar 
stake in bringing them about. 


Despite reservations and qualifications, the 
NATO Council still stands for high-level nego- 
tiations for the purpose of “reaching settle- 
ments on important questions.” Does Mr, 
Dulles? Much will depend, as always, upon 
the definition of terms. A settlement of the 
German question is not the same thing as.an 
abject surrender by the Kremlin to Western 
terms for unification, as Mr. Dulles seemed 
to think it meant at Geneva. A settlement of 
Eastern Europe questions is not the same 
thing as a headlong retreat of the Soviets 
from Warsaw and Prague and Budapest. 
Settlements mean yielding by the West as 
well as by Russia. 

Much evidence can be cited to indicate that 
Russia is not interested in yielding anything, 
and therefore not interested in genuine settle- 
ments. The only way to test this hypothesis 
is to negotiate in good faith. It must still be 
hoped that a summit conference will be held 
on terms which prevent it from becoming a 
mere propaganda show, in an atmosphere of 
conciliation and compromise, and with mod- 
est but firm objectives. 


Any thought of a grand accommodation, in 
which every nagging political and diplomatic 
problem is disposed of, must be set aside. 
What is needed is a start. Settlements on a 
few preliminary issues, such as a suspension 
of nuclear tests, could pave the way for later 
approaches to more difficult sources of con- 
flict. It is the American duty and the NATO 
duty to make “settlements on important ques- 
tions’ more than a yerbal formula, and no 
less than.a cardinal aim of foreign policy. 


Decision on the Inner Belt 


The County Council has finally reached a 
decision on the Inner Belt. Taking the bitter 
with the sweet, however, county residents 
ought to understand that the “modified fact- 
book” route for the long-delayed north-south 
freeway selected by the Council will provide 
substantially fewer benefits in relation to 
cost than would a route that the Council paid 
$100,000 to have engineered and then re- 
jected in the face of local opposition. 


Admittedly, the Council faced a hard di- 
lemma. Its difficulty grew out of the slap- 
dash manner in which the November 1955 
county bond issue proposals were thrown to- 
gether, including the route of the Inner Belt. 
The freeway route was based more on a dream 
than on engineering facts. And when the 
Council finally had the route examined by 
engineers, several months after the bond 
issue had been passed, it learned in effect 
it was stuck with an inferior route. 


Since the people had voted in good faith for 
the “fact book” route, the Council felt moral- 
ly bound to support it generally. The only 
politically satisfactory alternative was to sub- 
mit to the people the route proposed by the 
engineers, and that in effect has been re- 
jected. So the county some day will get an 
Inner Belt, but not necessarily the best one. 


Showdown Coming for Alaska 


The latest news about statehood for Alaska 
is good news. It is that a showdown is coming 
within a few days in the House of Represen- 
tatives. Congressman Engle of California, 
chairman of the House committee which is 
recommending statehood for Alaska, has 
served notice that unless the Rules committee 
gives the bill clearance by May 15, he will ob- 
tain consideration independent of the com- 
mittee. 


Actually it may turn out to be a race be- 
tween the Interior committee, which Mr. 
Engle heads, and the House leadership, as 
directed by Speaker Rayburn of Texas. For 
the House leadership has also had something 
to say about the Alaska statehood bill in the 
last few days. It has indicated that the bill 
may be called up May 14. Both the commit- 
tee and the leadership can call up the bill 
without Rules committee approval since bills 
concerning admission to statehood have privi- 
leged status in the House. 


There is nothing precedent-shattering in a 
vote on Alaskan statehood in the House. Such 
a vote turned out favorably 10 years ago. Had 
the Senate followed suit, Alaska would have 
been a state all these years and Hawaii doubt- 
less long since would have been admitted, too. 


What the United States needs most to do in 
the world today in the eyes of the uncom- 
mitted nations is to demonstrate its faith in 
the democratic way of life—to demenstrate 
that faith dramatically and persuasively. Ad- 
mission of Alaska would be the first entry 
of a new state into the Union since the conti- 
nent was rounded out with New Mexico and 
Arizona in 1912. It would be an event that 
would attract attention around the globe. 

If the pioneering spirit of earlier Americans 
has declined, here is a way to revive it. State-

The Record of Secretary Folsom 
Doubtless it is only 
newest of the 10 Cabinet secretary- 
ship of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare—is the first one to have three 
chiefs in the Eisenhower Administration. Sec- 
retary Marion B. Folsom of New York, who 
succeeded Mrs, Oveta Culp Hobby of Texas 
three years ago, has resigned and will be re- 
placed by Arthur Flemming of Ohio some 
time this summer. — ; 

Of all the Cabinet members, Secretary Fol- 
som is one of those the President can least 
afford to lose. This is no disparagement of 
the talents that President Flemming of Ohio 
Wesleyan University will take to this impor- 
tant executive department. The fact is, how- 
ever, that Secretary Folsom has filled a great 
need in the Eisenhower Administration. He 
has provided it with a rare combination of 
attributes. He is a widely respected, success- 
ful business man (Eastman Kodak Co.). He 
is one of the most modern of Republicans. He 
has been in and out of Washington so many 
times that he knows the ways of politicians 
almost better than they do: themselves. 

The reasons for Secretary Folsom’s resig- 
nation are described as “personal” and they 
may well be, since Washington reports him 
now in Florida, resting on the orders of his 
physician. But Marion Folsom could hardly 
be happy with the record of the Eisenhower 
Administration in the fields of health, educa- 
tion and welfare—the fields of his Cabinet 
post. The record in education must be a 
particular disappointment, since Mr. Folsom 
has been in the forefront of the fight for 
adequate federal assistance for public school 
construction. 

Gaing into the Cabinet in 1955; Secretary 
Folsom soon marshalled the facts and figures 
for a strong federal program. Then in 1956 
he said that the White House would push 
hard for enactment in 1957. In 1957 he saw 
a moderate bill lose by three votes in the 
House with the Republican leadership in the 
House letting it down and the President put- 
ting on no pressure for passage. 

As for 1958, he must have been disheart- 
ened to find the White House ignoring fed- 
eral school construction altogether, although 
by now there were two reasons for support: 
to provide employment and use of diverse ma- 
terials in a time of business decline, and to 
erect thousands of needed classrooms. 

Secretary Folsom has afforded an encour- 
aging contrast with his predecessor, in the 
regulation of the food and drug industries. 
Aware of the vast changes in processing and 
packaging foods, Mr. Folsom has campaigned 
persistently in the Cabinet and before Con- 
gress for the protection of the consumer. He 
knows the need for expanded inspection serv- 
ice and he has not hesitated to call for in- 
creasing the federal force to that end. 

The aged and the ill have had few stanch- 
er friends in Washington. Those who have 
been trying to get recognition for the prob- 
lem of mental health know him as an early 
worker in their ranks. Perhaps above all, 
government workers have known him as a 
frjend. For Marion Folsom has never sneered 
at “government bureaucracy.” He knows 
that Government agencies are not enemies of 
the people, but creations of the people’s rep- 
resentatives, designed to meet the people’s 
needs. 

Secretary - designate Flemming, when he 
takes over, will dO well to emulate his prede- 
cessor’s principles, policies and achievements. 


Political Stirrings in Illinois 


e Illinois political circles are being stirred 
by a report that Gov. Stratton will not run 
for a third term in 1960. The Governor is not 
Saying anything and particularly he is not 
saying anything about a related report that 
he is said to have received a lucrative 
offer from a large Illinois industrial firm to 
become vice president in charge of public 
relations, working on the national scene. 

Doubtless it is pure coincidence, but just 
at the same time the Illinois official canvass 
of the April primary has been announced 
and it, too, is causing talk in Illinois political 
circles. It shows that the Democrats out- 
polled the Republicans 831,481 to 762,886. 
This margin for the Democrats was unex- 
pected since the Democrats had no statewide 
races whereas the Republicans had a very 
spirited contest for the nomination for State 
Treasurer which Warren E. Wright won by 
85,000 votes from the Stratton entry, State 
Representative Louis E. Beckman. 

These figures may not indicate a thing 
for 1960 but they spell h-o-r-s-e r-a<c-e in 
Illinois this fall. 


A Legend of Some Brevity 


James Branch Cabell presented the tragedy 
of an author who became obsolete in his own 
lifetime. In his day, when he was bringing 
out “Jurgen,” and “The Silver Stallion,” he 
was all the rage with readers and critics alike. 
He was naughty, he was learned, he was gay. 
His cynicism and his double entendres gave 
delicious little shocks to young and old, staid 
and bohemian. His style seemed romantic, po- 
etical, and most, most eloquent. 

Re-reading Cabell after a lapse of three 
decades is a painful and even embarrassing 
experience. The naughtiness is naive, the 
learning shallow, the cynicism assumed, the 
style largely an accumulation of too many 
sentences beginning with conjunctions. To-

that he was not a contemporary of Queen 
Victoria. 

Yet Cabell was a legend—a very short one, 
it’s true, but still a legend. A Virginia lady 
explaining why they didn’t really need a pub- 
lic library in Richmond vouchsafed that if 
they wanted to know anything they didn't 
have in their own libraries they could always 
ask Mr. Cabell.

Let Congress Go Slow With Jenner-Butler Bill Before Trying to ‘Kill the Umpire’

Aiding Talented Students From The Des Moines

student population in a state insti- 
tution includes youngsters with a 
very wide range of ability. 

The University of Kansas has de- 
veloped 4 simple, yet very’ promis- 
ing, approach to this problem. It 
has begun a system of state-wide ex- 
aminations to identify promising 
youngsters before they graduate 
from high school. It invites tal- 
ented youngsters who are nominated 
by principals and superintendents or

In 1937 this newspaper opposed 
that plan as being, although within 
the letter of the Constitution, outside 
its spirit. We oppose this new plan 
for the same reason. 

Only once before—in the impas- 
sioned Reconstruction period—has 
Congress moved to limit the court’s 
jurisdiction. The court in that grim 
time stood as the defender of indi- 
vidual rights. Without that defense 
there would have been few limits to 
the punishment that an inflamed 
Congress could have visited on the 
occupied South.

It would be ironical if the descend- 
ants of those then served by the in- 
dependence of the court should now 
help to tear down that independence. 
Yet Southern Democrats, irked by 
the school desegregation decision, are 
responsible for much of the steam 
behind the present proposal. Most of 
the remainder comes from those who 
feel the court has hampered the hunt 
for Communists. 

This is a powerful combination. 
But it seems inconceivable that the 
sober judgment of the majority in 
Congress will be swayed by these dis-

present. Flopida crops 
had several pad setbacks 
which took a toll. Some have 
been pushed so hard toward 
maturity with heavy fertiliza- 
tion that they have lost much 
of their keeping quality. More 
recently,; heavy rains in Ari- 
zona have had an effect upon 
lettuee from certain growing 
areas) while that from other 
sections which escaped the 
downpours is of fine quality. 

Becausé of these ranges in 
prices it is unusually difficult 
to prediet which fruits and 
vegetables. will be good buys 
this week,, but here is how 
things line up en an over-all 
basis.

ASPARAGUS, as we re- 
ported. last week, is right on 
the threshold of its season. 
Because of the rains, the lo- 
cally grown asparagus is ten- 
der and of good size; a few 
warm days will bring it pour- 
ing into market. Given just a 
little bright sunshine, it will 
hit in such volume that it 
should be am excellent buy 
(and don’t fonget to stock the 
freezer while it ts at its peak). 

Artichokes from out West 
are reasqnably priced; here 
the variation is more in size 
than in quality. 

Beans, as we mentioned 
above, are oe of the vegeta- 
bles which show an amazingly 
wide range im price and qual- 
ity. Incidentally, there are 
some pole beans ‘here now 
from Florida. 

Carrots are slightly higher 
than they-were 10 days ago, 
but are still a value. Eggplant 
is in good supply (remember 
when {t was virtually non- 
existent a few weeks ago?) and 
moderate in price. Also in the 
moderate category are endive 
and escardle, with romaine 
bringing .a little more money. 

looberd lettuce is higher 
than it has been in some time 
(and, again, that variation fac- 
tor). This is due to the fact 
that crops from the producing 
areas did not co-ordinate too 
well this year; the situation 
should ease before long as 
lettuee matures in another 
section. Leaf and Bibb lettuce 
both are definitely high. 

Tomatoes are coming in 
from many parts of the coun- 
try, plus Mexico and Cuba, but 
the good ones are still high. 

Cauliflower and celery are 
two vegetables which you will 
do well to pass by this week 
if you are budget-conscious. 

Supplies of corn, both yel- 
low and white, are expected to 
increase in fhe very near fu- 
ture which Will mean cheaper 
prices. Okra from Cuba is 
available, but a luxury item. 

In the’ moderate price 
bracket ar@ peppers, potatoes 
and mushrooms. 

“Good buys” include onions, 
cucumbers, spinach and squash 
—the last somewhat of a sur- 
prise, considering how scarce 
it was until quite recently.

Unhappy 
Of 2 Old Shows 


NEW YORK, May 8. 

THE DEMISE of Studio One and Kraft Theater are 
mot unexpected. The glory had long gone. The switch 
te Hollywood of Studio One was a death rattle. Only the’ 
final announcement, that it would be superseded by an 
$11,000,000 grab bag of 
film from Desilu, was a 
little sobering, more than 
a little sad. That, as they 
say, is the way the cookie 
crumbles. Film has all 
those delightful residual 
aspects for the actors, 
those predigested and 
unalterable comforts for 
the advertiser, a little 
bit of something for 
everyone except the 
viewer, whose interests 
no one cares about much 
anyhow. 

I can remember when 
Studio One was the big- 
gest prestige show on 
television, when Worth- 
ington Miner as producer 
and his two bright young 
directors, Franklin 
Schaffner and Paul Nick- 
ell, were pulling fresh rabbits out of the hat every week, 
pioneering in all sorts of new directions for live televi- 
sion, and making each Monday night an exciting opening. 

The name “Studio One” goes way back to the ‘30s 
when it was the title of an experimental radio program. 
In 1947 Fletcher Markle revived it as the title of a radio 
dramatk series; in 1949 it began as a television dramatic 
series and rapidly became the Old Vic of television—full 
of integrity, enthusiasm and bold new techniques.

In those days one of its favorite authors was 
William Shakespeare and Miner produced the first 
“Julius Caesar” in modern dress on TV (and maybe 
the last). It was greeted, as I recall, by braves 
from practically everyone except me (but then 
I'm still grumbling about Orson Welles’s modern 
dress version of “Caesar” back in the '30s for the 
Mercury Theater). 


Studio One also did Shakespeare's “Coriolanus,” the 
first professional American production that play ever had; 
“The Taming of the Shrew” and a splendid production of 
“Macbeth.” One of its early triumphs was “Battleship 
Bismarck,” a spectacular war story which everyone thought 
too big for television to tackle. I'm told that such dramas 
as “Bismarck” which seemed so triumphant at the time, 
new appear small and amateurish, so rapidly has TV ad- 
vanced. But at the time they stirred up an excitement 
and wonder that has almost disappeared from television. 

I remember way back when, in a production of “Rem- 
brandt,” the live cameras followed the painter through 
a couple of rooms of his house and down the street to 
the market place. This was considered real hot stuff 
then and technically it’s still pretty miraculous. 


KRAFT THEATER LAST WEEK did a production of 
Ernest Hemingway's “Fifty Grand” which exemplifies what 
we are losing by abandoning live television drama en- 
tirely to film. Ralph Meeker’s performance was stylish, 
studied, vibrant and above all, live. It’s not that you 
can't get performances like that on film but we don't 
get them on TV film, only on “A” picture films shot for 
theaters. 


Sidney Lumet’s direction had a succession of 
littie cameo shotse—of the grinning wolfish gam- 
blers in their high period collars, of the prize- 
fight saloon and training camp, of expressions on 
the fight mob and the hangers-on and the punchy 
fighters—which were quick electric insights inte 
the whole fight game, into the characters which 
abound there. The production had the smell and 
the taste of reality, Hemingway's reality, I'm 
very glad they kept it a period piece ‘(early ‘20s, 
I'd guess) with the pinched clothes and odd high- 
waisted autos. It gave it flavor and charm, Some 
of the little pictures, whether by accident or de- 
sign, looked like George Bellows’s fight paintings. 


As usual, A. E. Hotchner did the adaptation and he 
caught the breathless, raw authenticity of the Heming- 
way dialogue about as well as I've ever heard it. Hem- 
ingway is not easy to dramatize and Hotchner does it 
as well as anyone. “Fifty Grand” had—I can think of 
no other word to express it—importance. 


YEARS AGO Studio One had importance, too, be- 
cause the people who were creating it—producers, direc- 
tors, cameramen, everybody—just willed it importance. 
They thought what they were doing was just about the 
greatest thing in the world and because they thought so, 
it had that air. Filmed TV drama, it seems to me, is 
created by a lot of people who seem fully convinced that 
what they're doing doesn't amount to much—and there- 
fore, it doesn't.

At 58, after a good many 
years as a star on two conti- 
nents of sophisticated musical 
comedies, opera and now and 
then the serious drama, Ritch- 
ard is bemused, he admits, at 
finding himself the object of 
admiration of millions of Amer- 
ican moppets. 


He reflected on this while 
he called room service and or- 
dered a double daiquiri. “As 
a matter of fact.” he said, “I 
didn't realize the impact of 
Hook (he refers to the charac- 
ter always as Hook) until some 
time after the television show. 
I'd always wanted to play Hook. 
In England, you know, Peter 
Pan is a sort of tradition, re- 
vived every year.

One senses, however. that 
Ritchard is still bemused, 
both by being the favorite 
of the youngsters, and by 
having achieved this status 
through, of all things, “Peter 
Pan.” And he admits that 
he puzzles over the fact that 
the youngsters took to their 
hearts a man who was sup- 
posed to be the villain of 
the piece, and wonders a 
littie if it has any sociologi- 
cal significance. 

But being a modest man, 
he probably wasn't taking 
inte account that, villainous 
as he was supposed te be, 
you can’t fool children for a 
minute.

Ritchard is a distinguished- 
looking man, obviously a per- 
sonage. He is 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, and slenderer than he ap- 
pears to be on television.

“Our churches must take into account changes 
in the relationships of women to the home and the 
business world,” she said. “Statistics show that 
nine out of 10 women will work outside the home 
sometime during their lifetime, and that means 
we must alter our programs, our meeting times, to 
serve them as well as the women who remain 
at home.” 


In the span of her own church service, beginning 
as an enthusiastic Sunday School pupil and continuing 
into adult activities, she has already noted many changes 
and adaptions in the church’s program and attitude. 


PARTICULARLY AWARE of the foreign mission 
work, since that became her career after graduation from 
Hatris Teachers College and. after teaching at Wyman 
School, she has watched the one-time missionary societites 
and Ladies’ Aid organizations supplanted by the all-in- 
clusive Woman's Society of Christian Service. 

She also has watched the unification of four former 
women’s groups into the present organization, a parallel 
action with the historic unification of the northern and 
southern branches of the Methodist Church in the late 
1930s. 


But it was through the avenue of foreign mis- 
sions, Mrs. Tillman noted, that women began their 
present-day active program of volunteer church 
work. The roots reach back to the 1870s where in 
two separate activities in the northern and south- 
ern areas of-the church, foreign missionary so- 
cieties were born. 


“In Boston, Bishop Thoburne asked a small group of 
church women to help his sister, Isabella, who had gone 
abroad as a missionary,” she said. “From that help de- 
veloped the Isabella Thoburne College, one of the out- 
standing foreign mission schools. 


“About the same time, a missionary sent a box of 
trinkets to a friend in Lebanon, Tenn., and asked that she 
sell them and send the proceeds to mission work. Out 
of this’ request developed the foreign missionary society 
of the Methodist Church, South.” 


MRS. TILLMAN is convinced that just as northern and 
southern branches are now unified, the work of women 
in the church with their special concern for women and 
children cannot be separated by national lines and it is 
just as vital for them to work for improved conditions 
in their own neighborhoods as for improved conditions 
in a remote African village. 


“You may think you see a whirlpool in your own 
community,” she said, “but you must remember this is only 
a part of an ever-widening circle that goes throughout 
the world. 

“But in this technological age, it is hard to adjust to 
the speed of change.

Time Is Running Out 


NEW YORK, May 8 
THE TIME HAS COME for all those who care about 
education in this country to think seriously about what is 
going to happen in the Congress to the educational bills 
this year. 

Time is running out, and unless something is 
done soon, we are likely to find ourselves, in the 
rush of the session’s last days, getting no aid-to- 
education legislation of any kind. 


I think there are no communities now that are not 
eonscious of the need for Federal aid to increase their 
school room space. In addition, we must realize that we 
need more and better-paid teachers. 

I told you of my visit to the best of the so-called “600” 
schools in Brooklyn. I did not see a single thing there that 
should not be in every school in the country. Every boy 
who had made good there gave as one of the reasons the 
fact that the teachers had time to talk with him. 


The reason is simple: The classes are kept 
down to 12 or 14 pupils and the teachers are better 
trained by a superintendent who cares what hap- 
pens te the youngsters. This should be so in every 
high school in the country and even in our elemen- 
tary junior high schools. 


I do not feel that we can afford to wait any longer to 
improve our whole school setup. If it costs money, then 
we must pay the bill since our children are our greatest 
asset. 


I WAS GLAD to read the other day in the Congres- 
sional Record a speech by Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, on the use of our farm surpluses. He 
has been carrying on a crusade on this subject and he feels 
that at last a little ground has been gained. He says: 

“A most encouraging recent development was a con- 
structive editorial in the mass-circulation Saturday Evening 
Post entitled ‘Our Farm Surplus Could Be an Asset in the 
Cold War.’ It is high time more of our national periodicals 
recognized this fact and devoted more attention to what 
could be done with our abundance—instead of criticizing 
farmers for producing it.” 


He inserted the entire editorial in the Con- 
Record and then added that he was glad 
to see that the State Department at long last had 
a change of heart and is “beginning to accept with 
less reluctance the importance of food as a weapon 
in economic warfare.” 
There's no question that we could not only use what 
surpluses we have but increase them if we would take this 
point of view.

DR. T. KUMATORI devel- 
oped a strong feeling of friend- 
ship for Aikichi Kuboyama. He

Dr. Kumatori would often 
discuss rather technical details 
with his favorite patient, with 
the result that Kuboyama be- 
came acquainted with many de- 
tails of his own case history.

Once a television set was in- 
stalled in Room 311, Kuboyama 
became a passionate TV fan. 

But neither television nor 
newspapers were enough to 
occupy Kuboyama in his hos- 
pital room. So he asked the 
head nurse to teach him how 
to knit. He received permission 
to knit for an hour a day. At 
first his hands were awkward 
and hé was all thumbs trying 
to handle the knitting needles. 
But the radioman stuck to it 
and two months later he fin- 
ished a little wool sweater for 
his eldest girl, Miyako. 

Mrs. Kuboyama visited her 
husband, but only occasionally 
could she bring along all of 
the children, So the two oldest 
girls would write letters to 
their father. He in turn would 
answer them, writing in simple 
language which they would un- 
derstand. 

Late in June the radioman 
experienced a moderately se- 
vere attack of jaundice and 
complained of pain in his liver. 
With ‘so many blood trans- 
fusions the probability of in- 
fectious hepatitis increased and 
over two-thirds of the crew- 
men were taken ill with jaun- 
dice 

Kuboyama was very proud 
of the sweater he had knitted 
for his first child, so he bought 
some red yarn to knit one for 
Yasuko. He started knitting the 
little red sweater, and when his 
wife came to see him he smiled 
and said: “Well, I’ve got to 
knit still another, don’t I?” 
However, as he became sicker, 
progress on his knitting slowed 
and then stopped. 

During August, the radio- 
man’s condition steadily grew 
worse. 

Dr. Kumatori would be on 
hand when Kuboyama’s family 
came to visit. He admired the 
radioman’s common-sense ap- 
proach to problems and knew 
that he was responsible for get- 
ting the other crewmen to co- 
operate with the doctors. When 
the American doctors had want- 


ed to inspect all the patients 


in Tokyo, it had been Kuboy- 
ama who had represented the 
group. The radioman, Kuma- 
tori recalled, had taken the po- 
sition that the American medi- 
cal men would demand too 
much time of the patients and 
that they were interested only 
in research. “Treatment first 
and research second, please,” 
was the way Kuboyama had 
summed up his view. 

The young doctor had gradu- 
ated from medical schoo] nine 
years before and was still very 
interested in research, but he 
had sided with Kuboyama. 
Dr. Kumatori became worried 
over his patient-friend during 
the month of August and kept 
close watch on his condition. 
He read through the literature 
on radiation sickness and con- 
sulted extensively with other 
doctors. 
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TEA LEAVES. 
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At one time the doctor 
confided to Kuboyama: 
“Atomic and H-bombs add 
new diseases to mankind. 
These already exist in abun- 
dance. It is wrong to add 
man-made disease to those 
we have to treat.” Then the 
young doctor added: “I do 
hope that tests of atomic and 
hydrogen bombs are suspend- 
ed,” and the crewmen in the 
room nodded their heads in 
agreement. 


At the end of August, Mrs. 
Kuboyama together with her 
daughters came to Tokyo. She 
wanted the children to see’ 
their father before enrolling in 
school on Sept. 1. She arrived 
at the hospital at noon and met 
Dr. Kumatori on the stairs. He 
said, “The jaundice is becom- 
ing severe and his condition is 
serious.” He advised her to be 
very quiet so as not to upset 
the patient. She came closer 
to his bed and noticed the half- 
finished sweater on the side 
table. “How is the jaundice?” 
she asked. 

“My darling, did 
your hands?” he said. 

His wife shook her head, 
wondering why he asked, for 
her hands were not cut or hurt 
in any way. Kuboyama moved 
his body painfully and repeat- 
ed the question. Then he said, 
“It's no use any moré. My suf- 
ferings are already too great.” 

When she left the hospital 
and was questioned by a re- 
porter as to whether she 
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thought her husband might die, 
she replied: “I cannot even 
dream that the Bikini test ac- 
cident may cost the life of my 
husband.” She went on to say 
that as the cost of living was 
so high and she had little 
money she alternated working 
in the fields cutting tea leaves 
with sewing as a means of 
earning money. She told the 
reporter: “I have worried about 
his life from the very begin- 
ning, but alas, the time seems 
to come now. I wonder if there 
is any way to help him?” 

She stayed overnight, and 
when she took the children to 
see him on Aug. 30 he was only 
half conscious and could not 
speak to his daughters. After 
she left to take her daughters 
back to Yaizu, Fishing Master 
Yoshio Misaki and Engineer 
Tadashi Yamamoto came over 
from Tokyo University Hospital 
to see their crewmate. 

Ward went out that the ra- 
dioman was in critical condi- 
tion. The news was broadcast 
by Tokyo radio stations to ships 
at sea, and tiny fishing boats 
sent back wireless messages 
wishing Kuboyama a speedy 
recovery. The people of Japan 
waited for each news broadcast 
and each new edition of a pa- 
per for word of Kuboyama’s 
condition. 

Mrs. Kuboyama returned to 
Tokyo and went at once to her 
husband's side, She was joined 
by the radioman’s 72-year-old 
mother. Kuboyama did not re- 
gain enough consciousness to 
recognize either of them. On 
the last night of August, the 
patient became delirious, He 
called out his wife’s name over 
and over: “Suzu, Suzu...” 
and his arms and legs shook 
violently, so that Dr. Kumatori 
needed help to restrain him. 
His only reaction was to mut- 
ter: “Let go. Let go.” 

Then he fell into such a deep 
coma that he did not wince 
even when given a sharp pinch, 
He was given an oxygen tube 
to facilitate breathing. Dr. 
Kumatori went without sleep 
and did not even take time to 
shave. For three days he stayed 
on duty, so that when he ap- 
peared at a press conference he 
was hollow-cheeked, haggard 
and unshaven. There was no 
change in the patient’s condi- 
tion, he announced, The doctor 
felt the case was now hopeless. 

Yielding to pressure from the 
press, the doctors finally agreed 
on Sept. 2 to allow photog- 
raphers to visit the sickroom. 
Kuboyama continued on in his 
deep sleep and never noticed 
them. At two o'clock in the 
morning of Sept. 4 the stricken 
seaman finally regained partial 
consciousness, and at noon he 
asked for water. That day Dr. 
Kumatori's wife brought their 
year-old child to the hospital 
to see his father, since the dili- 
gent medical man had been so 
glued to his post that he re- 
marked wryly: “My daughter | 
seems to have forgotten my 
face.” In the evening Kuboy- 
ama felt better and smiled at 
his family gathered by his 
bedside.

Yaizu' remained _  fulls 
conscious and seemed in great 
pain. On one occasion he cried 
out: “My body feels like it is 
being burned with electricity. 
Under my body there must be 
a high-tension wire.’ 


The family was summoned 
to his bedside once gain. His 
mother held his head in her 
arms, cradling him as though 
he were a baby again.. “Okaa- 
san (Mother), I'll be well 
again,” he Whispered. 

Reaching down to take his 
hand in hers, his mother spoke: 
“Really? Promise me so.” 

At a few minutes before sev- 
en that evening, Dr. Kumatori 
bent over Kuboyama and ex- 
amined him with a stethoscope 
He turned to the family and 
said very quietly, with deep 
emotion in his voice: ‘Now it's 
his last moment.” With that he 
buried his head in his hands

“Aikichi, you break your 
promise. Aikichi... you ... 


Mrs. Kuboyama, tears stream- 
ing down her face, lifted a tiny 
cup, of water to her husband's 
lips—a gesture symbolizing a 
last “earthly drink.”

advice. Do you know of some books she could read?

I'm afraid you would have to go to your doc- 
tor for any advice or material on this. However, 
all medical problems aside, you sound as though 
you still are harboring resentment because your 
daughter married someone from a “poor and ig- 
norant family” when, in your opinion, she could 
“do better.” Give him credit for trying to educate 
himself, for loving and supporting her and cer- 
tainly for taking on the responsibility of caring 
for an invalid father. Your daughter deserves 
credit for sharing that responsibility. Don’t try 


to make her life more difficult by voicing dire 
warnings.

Parental Fears 


PARENTS ARE FEARFUL about many things these 
days and are becoming protective in relation to their 
children—often too much so. Nobody can live for another. 
Each must live for himself, make his own mistakes by 
which he learns, and creates his own successes by which 
he thrives. 


The streets are unsafe for children. But the 
day must come when a child will be obliged to 
walk and cross the streets on his own power. How 
soon will that be? It will come when the child 
has been taught, first under the personal care of 
his mother or father and then the schoolteacher, 
how and when to cross and how to behave once 
he gets on the sidewalk. First personal supervision, 
then guided experience and then self-direction. 


This step by step is the hard road to personal 
knowledge that must be followed by evéry parent in re- 
lation to his children from childhood on through adoles- 
cence. There is the family car and the problems that grow 
out of its use by the children. Every boy and girl of 
high-school age should take a course in car management 
in school and earn a certificate of fitness before being 
granted a license to drive. The schoolteacher will do a 
better job of teaching this than any member of the family 
can do. That has been my experience. Once the young 
person has his certificate of fitness he can apply for a 
license and having it, be allowed to use the car, with limi- 
tations. The limitations are those set by the child’s charac- 
ter, training, and the parental attitudes. Care should be 
taken in setting these because sooner or later, the son and 
daughter of the family must learn to drive a car inde- 
pendently. Delaying that ability too long only works against 
the safety of the child. 


Then parents are fearful about allowing the 
daughter of the family to go out in the evenings 
with the boy of her choice. Again this is a matter 
first of personal teaching, personal! supervision and 
then allowing the child experiences within safe 
limits. Only with this background of early teach- 
ing, backed by personal experience can the girl 
learn how to conduct herself with dignity and 
propriety when alone socially. 


Parental caution in granting children the freedom of 


maturity is reasonable and wise but there must come a 
time when that caution becomes faith. This faith is essential 
to the growth and development of the young people. It 
cannot be’ expected to come suddenly. Children grow 
slowly and unless their growth is watched, strengthened 
by wise supervision and safe experiences, they cannot 
arrive at self-sufficiency and so allow their parents faith 
4n their stability. 

Faith casts out fear, but that faith has to be earned 
the hard way on both sides.

There’s No Mystery to the Omelet 


Ry Hoyt Alden 


THE MAN WHO is going 
to cook his own breakfast, 
which more and more men 
seem to be doing these days as 
a@ means of insuring a good, 
or least a novel breakfast, is 
going to find -himself face to 
face, sooner or later, with the 
omelet. It’s nothing to be afraid 
of. 

Books have been written on 
the subjett, and some alleged 
and rather precious authorities 
have complicated the thing to 
point of absurdity. It is true 
there are a lot of different 
kinds of omelets; one book I 
know of lists no less than 300 
different recip@s. 

But an omelet, once you have 
learned the basic idea, is what- 
ever you want it to be. That, 
when you come right down to 
it, is probably why there are 
300 different omelets. Just 300 
different ideas. 


There are two kinds of basic 
omelets which arouse consider- 
able debate over their com- 
parative merits. They are a 
relatively dry omelet and what 
is known in Omelet circles as 
the slobbery omelet. The lat- 
ter is the type of omelet which 
came to us from the French, 
and it has a lot of champions. 
As for me, I like my omelets 
done, but that doesn’t mean 
dry and overdone. There's a 
difference. 


YOU CAN TRY both ways, 
and see for yourself. Now there 
is also a lot of nonsense writ- 
ten about the tools and prepar- 
ation of an omelet, but the 
truth is, the technique is quite 
simple and with a few tries 
anyone can do it. 


Some purists will insist that 
after the eggs are broken they 
should only be stirred six and 
a half times with a silver fork. 
You cam beat them with a fork 
or you can beat them with an 
eggbeater. I prefer the egg- 
beater because it makes a 
lighter, better mixed omelet. 

Anyway, just break a couple 
of eggs into a bowl, add salt 
and pepper and a couple of 
dots of butter. Then beat them 
well. For a two-egg omelet, use

a small frying pan. Put a gen- 
erous hunk of butter in it and 
let it heat until it begins to 
sizzle. Then dump in the eggs. 


When eggs meet pan the 
egg at point of contact coagu- 
lates, or sets. The uncooked 
egg floats on top. After a 
moment or two start working 
your spatula, or turner, under 
the edges, lifting them slight- 
ly and tilting the pan so the 
uncooked egg runs under and 
is cooked in turn. When it 
won't run any more, fold your 
omelet over, put it in a hot 
dish and serve it up. You 
have a slobbery omelet. 


FOR A NON-SLOBBERY 
omelet, fold it over, turn the 


heat down, and let it cook a 
little longer until the center, 
while not completely cooked 
and dried out, still isn’t raw. 


And, on the other hand, 
there are people who like their 
omelet not only cooked well 
all the way through, but light- 
ly browned on both sides. And 
who is to say that isn’t the way 
to make an omelet? 


ONCE A MAN gets the hang 
of the basic omelet, he feels 
the urge to explore. The hori- 
zon, he will find, is boundless. 
But since we're talking about 
a fairly quick breakfast for 
one, or maybe two, perhaps we 
should stick to simpler, quick- 
er variations, an interesting 


one of which is the anchovy 
omelet. 


Prepare the eggs as for a 
plain omelet and then chop a 
couple of anchovy filets very 
fine and toss them in with the 
salt and pepper. To make it 
even more interesting, before 
you break the eggs in the bowl, 
rub it with garlic and cook the 
omelet in a tablespoon of olive 
oil instead of butter. As sim- 
ple as that. 


A PLAIN BACON OMELET 
is made by simply frying a 
couple of slices of bacon until 
they're crisp, and then crum- 
bling them in the beaten eggs. 


But if you have a little more 
time you can make a fancier 
and tastier bacon omelet like 
this: 


Saute a couple of chopped 
bacon slices until they're light- 
ly browned. Take them out of 
the pan and saute a chopped 
slice—just a slice—of onion in 
the grease until golden. When 
the onion is almost cooked, add 
a sliced mushroom and saute 
two minutes longer. Drain off 
all the excess fat. Then beat 
up your two eggs, add the in- 
gredients, give a good stir and 
into the pan. 


For a simple ham omelet, 
mix a tablespoon of ground, 
lean ham with the beaten eggs 
just before you cook them. 
Fold out the omelet while the 
center is still soft, and since 
the ham will be salty, watch 
your seasoning. 


For a flossier ham omelet, 
heat a tablespoon of ground 
ham, sprinkle on a half tea- 
spoon of flour, a dash of nut- 
meg and a dash of pepper. 
Blend in a tablespoon of cream, 
and heat until it thickens. 
Make a basic omelet, and just 
before you fold it, spread the 
mixture in the center. 


When you have made these, 
you will have graduated from 
the second grade. It may take 
a little while, but the day will 
come when you can turn out 
a Russian omelet with caviar 
and sour cream, or a prelate’s 
omelet made with fish roe, lob- 
ster, shrimp, truffle and Nor- 
mandie sauce.
